Will Complete Railway to 
Churchill Earlier Than 
Usual 


WINNIPEG, Oct. 1.—-So rapid has 
heen the work on the Hudson Bay 
railway this season that the comple 
tion of the line to Fort Churchill, the 
terminus, will be accomplished much 
earlier than at first contemplated. It 
also is possible that all terminal facili- 
ties will be completed in time to per 
mit shipments of freight through the 
new Canadian port in 1930

Jack Smith on 98th street, between 
102nd and 103rd avenue, Saturday} 
afternoon, while flames which brought | 
down a 75-foot length of triephone 
cable put between 2,000 and 3,000) 
telephones in the city out of commis- | 
sion for about twenty minutes when | 
ihe cable grounded 

All the horses which were burned | 
‘ to death were in the Ontario stable | 

and were prized animals valued at 

about $4,000. This stable was operat- 
ed by George Henderson, whose living 
quarters were on the second floor of! 
the barn. Hr. Henderson also lost 16} 
sets of harness, personal effects and 
cash totalling around $300 which was 
in his room, bringing his total loss to 
about $5,000. 

General Alarm 

The fire started shortly before 2:30 
p.m. when the first alarm was turned 
in, through the fire department switch- 
board. Five minutes later, after fire- 
men from Nos. 1 and 2 halis had re- 
sponded, a general alarm was turned 
in by Fire Chief Richard Davies, and 
Nos. 5 and 7 halls responded, and in 
a short time water from nine lines of 
hose was being turned on the build- 
ing. All off-shift men were called in 
at the general alarm, which was turn- 
cd in when flames, leaping a hundred 
| feet into the air, threatened to spread 
to nearby buildings 

City police under the direction of 
Chief Inspector Dan Fraser ordered 
j all persons out of the Royal Temper- 
| ance hotel and hastily formed fire 
lines to keep back thousand» of per- 
sons crowded in the streets to wacth 
the blaze. 

George Henderson was at an auc- 
tion sale when the blaze first started 
and ran back with others to the barn 
and made efforts to get the horses 
out of the building. Two horses were 
taken out, but 12 others perished in 
the blaze. Meanwhile all horses had 
been taken from the Intérnational 
sales stable and the building was 
clear when flames leaped between the 
two structures and started burning |/ 
there. 

The salvage pit building was ad- 
joining the international stable and 
it was soon destroyed. 

Phone Cable Down 

Plames destroyed a 75-foot length 
of city telephone cable containing 100 
pair of phone lines. Approximately 60 
phones Went out of commission when 
the cable parted and when it touched 
the ground caused a short circuit 
which blew a big fuse in the city tele- 
phone exchange. The fuse was re- 
placed in about 20 minute and service 
was restored on between 2,000 and 
3,000 phones which were cut off. The 
broken cable was repaired at noon 
Sunday after telephone linesmen had 
worked throughout the night to repair 
connections

cluded in cables running in the lane 
behind the barn and they were among 
the first to go out of service. 

During the height of the blaze 
sparks set fire to a building on 99th 
street owned by W. Burney and the 
fire there was estinguished within a 
fe¥ minutes with minor damage. 

One line of hose was trained on 
the Edmonton Motors Ltd. building 
when the brick wall became hot from 
the fire. No damage was caused 
there. 

Damage at the Ontario barn, exclu- 
sive of the building, totalled $5,000; 
at the International barn, exclusive of 
the building, $500; at the salvage pit, 
exclusive of the building, about $2,000 
The buildings, which were old and of 
frame construction, were valued at 
about $3,000. Luther Baken, of Morin- 
vile, owned both the Internationa! 
sales stable building and the salvage 
pit buildings. enwood and Kenwood 
were agents for the Ontario stable. 

Firemen from No. 1 hall responded 
shortly before midnight when the high 
wind fanned embers into flames again 
They extinguished this fire in a short 
time.
